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Secrecy Tight 
As Terrorists 
Hold Consul

(UPI) — Mexican and Ameri­ 
can authorities imposed a tight 
news blackout today on the 
kidnaping last Friday of John 
Patterson, 31, an American vice 
consul 
here, 
by 
Mexican 
guerrillas. 
Secrecy was so tight that the 
kidnaping was only disclosed 
Wednesday, five days after it 
took place, when U.S. Attorney 
General William Saxbe inadver­ 
tently mentioned it in Wa­ 
shington. 
The tight news blackout led 
to speculation that both nations 
were caught in a dilemma by 
their previously announced flat 
“no-negotiation’ policies with 
kidnapers. 
Unconfirmed reports in Latin 
American diplomatic 
circles 
said the terrorists were asking 
a record $500,000 cash ransom 
for Patterson’s safe return. One 
press version said Mrs. Patter­ 
son had received a note from 
the 
kidnapers 
asking only 
$50,000 ransom but authorities 
refused 
to 
confirm 
either 
ransom figure. 
Patterson, 31, the second 
American diplomat abducted by 
Mexican terrorists in less than 
11 months, has been in Mexico 
only since January. He has a 
wife and five-year old daughter 
If confirmed, the half mil’ion 
dollar ransom would be the 
highest ever asked in Mexico. 
Last May extremists collect­ 
ed $80,000—plus the release of 
30 political prisoners—for the 
life of U.S. Consul General 
Ter a nee 
G. 
Leon hardy 
in 
Guadalja ra.. 
Leonha rd y 
wa s 
freed by kidnapers four days 
after his a b d u c t io n. The 
released “political prisoners” 
were 
flown to Cuba with 
government consent. 
The highest ransom ever paid 
to Mexican kidnapers is be­ 
lieved to be the $400,000 turned 
over to kidnapers of Mexican 
millionaire Carlos Felton in 
1972. 
Hermosillo, in northwestern 
Mexico is only 160 miles south 
of the Arizona border. 
After the Saxbe slip disclosed 
the kidnaping, Mrs. Patterson 
was reported here to have 
canceled plans to insert an ad 
in today’s newspapers saying 
she had “the money” ready, 
and was available to negotiate. 
However, she would not discuss 
the matter. 
In Mexico City, the Mexican 
Attorney General’s office said 
Patterson was last seen last 
Friday morning leaving the 
consulate here with a mysteri­ 
ous 
‘ unidentified 
American 
citizen.” His car was found 
abandoned several hours later. 
No Passports, 
Workers Ousted 
AUSTIN. Ind. (UPI) — Au­ 
thorities said today 55 Mexican 
migrant workers arrested at a 
camp near here will be deported 
as illegal aliens. 
The arrests were made Tues­ 
day at a camp for migrant 
workers owned and operated by 
the Morgan Packing Co. They 
were waiting for summer em­ 
ployment. 
None had passports, immigra­ 
tion officials said, or other 
papers and they were not em­ 
ployed by Morgan. 
Some of the Mexicans were 
taken to jails at Madison, Ver­ 
non and Columbus pending com­ 
pletion of deportation proceed­ 
ings.

No Tape Tampering, Says 
Press Secretary Ron Zeigler

White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Zeigler says there is a 
possibility that tapes of some 
conversations sought by the 
House Judiciary Committee do 
not exist He said it all depends 
on where in the White Houses 
the conversations occurred 
The committee is seeking 
tapes of 42 conversations which 
it says are necessary in its 
inquiry into grounds for im ­ 
peaching President Nixon The 
While has not yet agreed to 
turn them over and some 
committee members are ready 
to subpoena them 
Asked Wednesday if it is 
certain all the conversations 
‘‘do in fact exist on tape 
recordings*’” Zeigler told repor­ 
ters: “ It would depend upon 
exactly where the conversation 
took place ” 
He explained only the Presi­ 
dent's office, his office in the 
Executive Office Building and 
one telephone in the President s 
living quarters were equipped 
to record conversations. 
Zeigler said he had not 
“evaluated the entire request” 
for taped conversations, “so 1 
can’t answer your question It 
would depend on where those 
conversations took place ” 
Therfore. he said he was 


unable to talk about an 
evaluation of the tapes “in 
terms of what exists 
“I would assume that a good 
deal, of the material does exist, 
but that is only an assumption 
on my part 
Later. Zeigler said he did not 
know how much or how many 
of the conversations had been 
recorded and repeated “be­ 
cause it would depend on where 
the conversations took place 
But. he added, “I don’t want 
to leave any of you with the 
thought that, a good deal of this 
material does not exist It is 
my understanding that it does, 
hut I have not had a detailed 
discussion in terms of any 
evaluation that has taken 
place 
As to the possibility that 
some of the tapes might have 
been tampered with, Zeigler 
said "i am certain there has 
been no tampering with the 
tapes 
The White House already is 
faced with a subpoena from the 
special prosecutor’s office for 
Watergate-related materials 
The White House originally had 
until Monday to answer that 
subpoena, but prosecutor Leon 
,la'worsk.i extended the deadline 
until Friday at White House 
request

Riley Bank 
Victim Of 
Gunmen 
RILEY, Ind. (UPI) - A gun­ 
man singled out this town of 
about 250, a few miles southeast 
of Terre Haute, for Indiana’s 
latest bank holdup. 
The bandit held up the local 
branch of the Indiana State 
Bank of Terre Haute early Wed­ 
nesday afternoon and fled with 
an undisclosed amount of money 
after locking two women em­ 
ployes in a vault. 
The gunman, armed with a 
revolver, obtained cash from 
tellercages and the vault. 
John Schmidt, president of the 
bank in Terre Haute, said the 
two women, Janice Boles, the 
manager, and Rosalie Baker, 
were told to fill up sacks and 
then were ordered to lie down 
in the vault. 
A woman customer who enter­ 
ed the bank after the gunman 
left heard pounding on the vault 
door. She called Indiana State 
Police. 
It took about half an hour to 
get the vault door open so the 
employes could be freed. 
An audit was ordered to de­ 
termine the amount of the loot, 
but a spokesman indicated the 
fact the bandit got some from 
the vault as well as teller cages 
could mean a rather heavy loss. 
The gunman, armed with a 
revolver, was described as short 
and stocky, wearing sunglasses. 
There were no witnesses to 
the bandit’s getaway and no­ 
body knew what the escape ve­ 
hicle looked like.

The current minimum wage, 
enacted in 1968, is $1.60. 
Fiscal, experts estimated the 
cost of pay hikes to the four 
million workers now* making 
less than $2 per hour as $15 
billion annually. 
In all, the new law would

million American 
workers, 
leaving

six 
million not protected by a 
minimum wage —most of them 
employed, by small retail and 
service establish me n ti. 
The law would apply to all 
workers regardless of age. 
Nixon previously insisted the 
minimum wage for those under 
18 be 15 per cent less than for 
older workers. 
Cover Domestic Servants 
For the first time, the law 
would cover domestic servants 
—except babysitters and com­ 
panions — as well as govern­ 
ment workers at all levels and 
retail and service employes of 
chain stores not now protected. 
About three million govern­ 
ment workers in schools and 
hospitals were brought under 
minimum wage provisions in 
1966; (he new law will cover the 
other five million to six million 
federal, state and local govern­ 
ment employes 
across the 
country. 
The bill would also extend the 
requirement that overtime of at 
least time and a half be paid 
for work, exceeding 40 hours per 
week to about eight million 
persons 
previously 
exempt. 
That would leave only about 10 
million persons not covered, by 
overtime provisions, most of 
them m transportation. 
Big Fire In 
Downtown 
Chicago 
CHICAGO (UPI) - A pre­ 
dawn fire raged today in an old 
six-story office building across 
State Street from the Marshall 
Field. Department Store in the 
heart of Chicago’s Loop. 
The fire was first reported at 
3:18 a.m. in the rear of the 
National Gift Shop at the 
corners of Randolph and State 
Streets. Firemen said the blaze 
was under control shortly after 
6 a.m. 
Until then, officials labelled it 
a five alarm fire and sent 215 
fire men and 43 pieces of 
equipment, including the city’s 
water cannon, “Big John,” to 
put it out. 
Shops and offices in the 
building, said to be 75 years 
old, were believed empty but 
Fire Commissioner Robert J. 
Quinn said a search would be 
made when conditions permit­ 
ted. 
At least three firemen suf­ 
fered injuries, not serious.

He was surprised by their 
increasing preoccupation with 
auto racing.

It happened in a suburb of Washington, 
D C., the other day, an occurence that is 
duplicated every day elsewhere in the United 
States. 
A drunken motorist ran down a man and his 
son. In this case the legs of both victims had 
to be amputated and later the man died. The 
son now faces life a tragic cripple. 
The motorist was released on bond. A judge 
gave him a suspended sentence, a charge of 
reckless driving was dismissed, he was fined 
$500 and his license was lifted for a year. No 
more than that. 
Despite all the talk of cracking down on 
drunk drivers, we seem unable to bring 
ourselves to follow through. What we need 
more than sympathetic judges are laws with 
teeth. Such have been on the books in the 
Scandinavian countries for years. 
These laws permit no mitigation in cases of 
drunk driving. And no one is immune. Not 
long ago, a Finnish cabinet minister spent 
three months at hard labor — digging ditches 
— for driving while drunk. And in most cases 
the driver’s license is canceled for life. 
The Scandinavians are proverbially hard 
drinkers, as hard as we are, if not more so. 
They have not stopped drinking, but their 
drunk driving records have improved enor­ 
mously. If they’re going to drink, they don’t 
drive. And vice versa. 
We ought to bludgeon ourselves into 
following the same course. Only stern 
penalties, with no recourse, will curb the 
ghastly annual toll on our streets and 
highways.

Crabgrass In Your Lawn 
Now is the time to control 
the crabgrass in your lawn. A. 


well fertilized, vigorous growing 
turf, cut no shorter than two 
inches is one of the best means 
to reduce crabgrass in your 
lawn. A good fertility program 
would be an application of a 
2-1-1 ratio or similar analysis 
at the rate of about one and 
in e-half pounds of nitrogen per 
thousand square feet with no 
more than three application 
per year. If your infestation of 
crabgrass is severe a pre- 
emergence chemical will be 
needed.

Cattle Feeders Research Reports 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Cattle feeders who are cutting 
b a c k 
protein 
supplement 
because of its high cost were 
warned .today 'that such a 
p r a c t i c e could drastically 
reduce their profits. 
This view wras expressed by 
Dr. W. M. (Mac) Beeson, Lynn 
distinguished p r o f e i a o r of 
a g r i c u l t u r e 
at 
Purdue 
'University. He spoke at Indiana 
Cattle Feeders Day at Purdue. 
Steers fed one pound of a 64 
per cent protein supplement 
gained four times as rapidly as 
those fed a comparable ration 
without supplement, Beeson told 
the cattle feeders in a progress 
report on a Purdue study. 
This clearly indicates that a 
deficiency of protein in the 
ration of 
steers drastically 
reduces the rate of gain, ap­ 
petite and feed efficiency and 
'increases eost of gain, the 
animal nutritionist pointed out. 
In. a 'Companion itudy in­ 
creasing the protein levels from 
nine to 10.1 per cent boosted 
gain per day a third of a pound 
for steers, Beeson said. 
Purdue agronomist L. 
F. 
Bauman 
described 
charac­ 
teristics of two newer type corn 
hybrids — waxy maize end 
opaque-2 — and said they have 


potential as livestock feed. 
Reporting on two studies with 
these corns, Purdue 
animal 
nutritionist T. W. Perry said: 
“ In general, these studies 
indicate there is no significant 
or practical diferente in the 
nutritional value of regular 
hybrid corn, opaque 2 corn or 
waxy com for finishing steers.” 
Conclusions form a five-year 
s tudy com, paring per f o r m a n ee 
of bulls with steers reported by 
Purdue animal scientist Truman 
G. Martin were:

Planting 
Intentions 


WEST LAFAYETE, Ind. — 
Indiana and the nation's far­ 
mers 
have 
not 
materially 
changed their 1974 major crop 
planting intention» in the last 
two months. 
This is disclosed by state- 
federal agricultural statisticians 
at Purdue University in their 
s e c o n d planting intentions 
report of the yeir. 
As of March 1, Indiana far­ 
mers intend to plant a record 
six million acres represent a. 
indicated the aeme acreage in 
a special planting intention* 
report issued last Jan. 22. Hie 
six million aerees represent a 
10 per cent increase over the 
1913 total. 
Nationally the corn acreage 
is expected to total 78.1 million 
acres, 1.4 million acres more 
than earlier intentions and 10 
per cent larger than the 1973 
total. 
Hoosier farmers expect to 
plant 4.15 million acre* of 
soybean*. Thi* is four per cent 
smaller than the 1973 acreage. 
U.S. soybean growers plan to 


plant 55 million acres, also four 
per cent fewer than last year. 


However, 
Indiana 
farmers 
indicated they will plant about 
2.000 more acres of sorghum 
than intended in January. The 
March 1 total is 25,000 acres, 
37 per cent smaller than the 
1973 
total. 
U.S. 
sorghum 
acreage is estimated at 19 
million acres, one per cent less 
than last year. 
The statisticians project a 
sharp decline in oat acreage in 
Indiana. The March 1 estimate 
is for 260,000 acres, compared 
with 278,000 in January, and 28 
per cent smaller than last 
year’s acraage.

Farmers Face 
Uncertain Year 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Herman Talmadge, D - Ga., 
warned today that farmers face 
a very uncertain future in 1974 
with a number of critical issues 
which cannot be solved by con­ 
gressional action alone. 
The chairman of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee told the 
American Agricultural Editors 
Association that the cosit of liv­ 
ing may increase another 15 to 
20 per cent this year. If farm 
ers produce a bumper crop, he 
said, prices might be below 
cost or the export demand could 
cause a shortage at home which 
would increase costs to the 
housewife. 
“Consumer* are not likely to 
tolerate another 20 per cent in­ 
crease in food prices thi* 
year,” Talmadge said. “ If that 
happens, the pressure for ex­ 
port embargoes will be tremen­ 
dous. I also know that if prices 
farmers receive drop as low as 
the target prices in the farm 
bill enacted last year, it will be 
disastrous.”

“The proposed labeling would 
list ingredients in order of their 
decreasing predominance,” Dr. 
Goodrick notes, adding. “And 
the function of each chemical 
would be explained.’ 
For example, the ingredient

include:

Tripolyphosphate (Sequestering 
Agent or 
Water Softener), 
Sodium Silicate 
(Anti Caking 
and Anti-Corrosion Agent). “If 
such ingredients were luted.’’ 
the specialist «ays, “ consumers 
could avoid 
chemicals

might adversely affect them. In 
addition, consumers would be 
able to evaluate detergent 
brands more thoroughly than 
they can now.” 
The proposed label» could, 
also be a source of information 
for poison control centers. And 
consumers who arc concerned

“ Of course,” the clothing and
